Adolf Hitler, one of the eight other 
defendants, was found guilty and sen­ 
tenced to five years imprisonment.

tion. 
Word that General Ludendorff had 
been freed was received with enth u ­ 
siasm.

Of the defendants, Ludendorff was 
the only one completely exonerated

In various salad com binations, one 
can see how one m aterial provides 
protein, a n o th e r fat, and the salad 
plant itself yielding m inerals 
and 
w ater 
th ere being no carb o h y d rates 
or starch in th is com bination, 
we 
serve crackers or a sandw ich to com 
plete the dish. 
The selection and care of m aterials 
for salad is im p o rtan t. 
Everyone 
should realize the necessity for w ash­ 
ing and chillin g these greens in ad­ 
vance of Hie tim e they are to he used. 
Salad dressings are m any— suffici­ 
en t in v arie ty to serve any 
taste. 
T ii^sv should also he well mi&ed and 
chilled before serving. 
M any questions are asked me as to 
w hat accom panim ents are suitable to 
serve w ith the different salads, so I 
suggest th e following:

Salads Make Ideal Year 
Round Spring Tonic 
I 
By Helen Harrington Downing

There are few dishes more refresh­ 
ing to the sight and to the appetite 
than a tasty salad served, chilled un­ 
til the greens are crisp, and daintily 
garnished. 
From the standpoint of 
health we should consider salad as an 
all year dish. 
Because of their refreshing quality 
and because of the minerals and vita­ 
mines contained, salads should 
be­ 
come a part of every 
day’s 
menu. 
Eminent nutrition specialists advo­ 
cate a salad at least twice a day. 
Salads were first served by 
the 
Greeks and Romans at the beginning 
of a meal to create an appetite. 
At a 
later date salads appeared at the end 
of the heavier part of the meal to 
bring back or sharpen the appetite 
to greater enjoyment of the dessert. 
Although served upon 
American 
tables for a comparatively few years, 
their popularity has increased daily. 
Green plants such as lettuce, celery 
and cress, are the salad plants— cab­ 
bage. too. has become popular in this 
guise. 
And. although not conspicu­ 
ous for their nutrim ent, turnip tops, 
dandelions and even mustard may he 
considered. 
They contain valuable 
mineral substances, are slightly cool­ 
ing. stim ulating to tile appetite and 
give food value. 
In experimenting with the effect of 
certain diets on young animals, it 
has been found, there are vital prin­ 
ciples in leaves which are not found 
in roots and seeds. 
These life-giving 
substances are called 
“ vitamines.” 
Some scientists refer to them as “ pro­ 
tective foods.” 
Aside from the mineral and protec­ 
tive value of such greens, they have 
little value, as they 
contain 
very 
little of the solid substances found in 
seeds, and roots. 
The majority of 
salad plants are nine-tenths w'ater 
and in order to make them a more 
complete, “all-round food, we 
find 
that by combining them with other 
foods containing other 
food 
prin­ 
ciples, the greens fill 
an 
essential 
place in the dietary. 
In various salad combinations, one 
can see how' one material provides 
protein, another fat, and the salad 
plant itself yielding minerals 
and 
w ater— there being no carbohydrates 
or starch in this combination, 
we 
serve crackers or a sandwich to com­ 
plete the dish. 
The selection and care of materials 
for salad is important. 
Everyone 
should realize the necessity for wash­ 
ing and chilling these greens in ad­ 
vance of the time they are to be used. 
Salad dressings are many— suffici­ 
ent in variety to serve any 
taste 
T-itese should also be well mixed and 
chilled before serving. 
Many questions are asked me as to 
what accompaniments are suitable to 
serve with the different salads, so I 
suggest the following: 


Boston Brown Bread 
(3 Loavesi 
2 cups graham flour 
I cup corn meal 
I level teaspoon salt 
I level teaspoon soda 
Vi cup sirup or molasses 
I V& to 2 cups sour milk 
1 tablespoon melted shortening

Sift together dry Ingredients, re­ 
turning the bran to the flour mix­ 
ture. 
Add together the sweetening, 
shortening, and sour milk, and blend 
with flour mixture to which raisins 
have been added. 
If necessary, add

ter is formed. 
Beat well, and place 
in greased coffee or baking powder 
cans and steam three hours.

1 cup water 
2 teaspoons melted butter 
Mix all dry ingredients thorough­ 
ly. 
Add water, milk and melted hut 
ter.
